FOUR simple fuel-saving tips could see dri¬ 
vers save more than £800 annually. 

A survey commissioned by Ford has iden¬ 
tified the tricks, which could help save as 
much as 33 per cent on fuel. 

The survey of 5,700 people from across 
Europe also revealed further opportunities to 
cut fuel consumption as 71 per cent of dri¬ 
vers admit breaking speed limits, 42 per 
cent never use the most economical route, 
39 per cent drive aggressively and 14 per 
cent leave air conditioning on all the time. 

The car giant commissioned the survey of 
drivers from the UK, France, Germany, Italy 
and Spain to identify the opportunities for 
changes in driver behaviour to affect fuel 
bills. Ford points out that its vehicles include 
technologies designed to help drivers do 
this, systems like auto-start-stop. 

The poll found people on average spend¬
